INVALID BY JUDGt 


Court Sustains Stockholders’ 
Contention That Schedule 
Is Confiscatory. 


EFFECT FAR-REACHING 


Decision, if Allowed to Stand, 
Will Have Bearing on 
Federal Regulation.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 21.—Filing his 
findings in the Minnesota commodity 
freight and 2-cent passenger rate in the 
United States Circuit Court, Special 
Master in Chancery Charles E. Otis held 
those rates to be unconstitutional and 
pconfiscatory. 

This finding, uniess overruled by the 
higher courts, wipes out the rate-mak- 
ing power of the State of Minnesota 
through the Railroad and Warehouse 
Commission and has somewhat of a gen- 
eral effect in establishing the Federal 
rate supervision as against State rate 
supervision. 

The finding in the three cases was 
the result of suits brought a year or 
more ago by certain stockholders of the 
Northern Pacific, Great Northern and the 
Minneapolis & St. Louis” railways 
against their respective companies, the 
Attorney-General of Minnesota, the 
State Railroad and Warehouse Commis- 
sion and certain shippers to enjoin them 
from enforcing certain rates prescribed 
by State authority, namely: 

“Class ‘rates,’’ covering merchandise 
included in the Western classification— 
prescribed by order of the State Ware- 
house and Railroad Commission in Sep- 
tember, 1906; ‘‘commodity rafes,’’ cov- 
ering several new classes of car load 
freights of wheat, coarse grain, live- 
stock, lumber and coal, prescribed by 
the Legislature in 1907 and fixing the 2- 
cents-per-mile passenger fare. 

Judge Otis in his finding recommends 
a decision and decree in favor of the 
complainants on all points and finds 
each measure complained of in violation 
of the commerce clause of the Federal 
constitution and also that the rates are 
so low as to be confiscatory and in vio- 
lation of the fourteenth amendment. 

Judge Otis holds that the contention 
of the complainants’ solicitors, that car- 
riers could not obey the state law and 
apply state rates without being guilty 
of discrimination against commerce be- 
tween states in violation of the Federal 
law, is fully sustained and he recom- 
mends that the injunction be granted on 
that SrOnre:

HIGHER RATE FOR

Commerce Commission Pro 
hibits Enforcement of New 
Tariff Before Jan. 5.

Sept. 21.—Suspension 
of increased tariff schedules filed re- 
cently by forty railroads, operating in 
the West and* Southwestern territory, 
was ordered today by» the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the date of op- 
eration being extended until Jan 5, 1911. 
The commission ordered a full hearing 
on compliants against the proposed 
tariffs becoming effective, reserving an- 
nouncement of the time and place for 
the hearing. 

Among the railroads included in the 
Suspension order are the Chicago & Al- 
ton, Chicago & Eastern Illinois, the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific, the IIli- 
nojis Central, the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern, the Chicago, Great Western, the 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, the Chi- 
cago, ‘Milwaukee & St, Paul, the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & Gary, the Cleveland, 
Cincinnati, Chicago & St. Louis, the Chi- 
cago Terminal Transfer Railroad Co., 
the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern, the Hill 
Steamboat Line, the Michigan Central, 
the Louisville & Nashville, the Mobile 
& Ohio, the St. Loufs, Iron Mountain 
& Southern, the Toledo, St. Louis & 
Western, the Wabash, the Chicago 
Southern, the Galveston, Harrisburg & 
San Antonio, the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas, the Missouri Pacific and others. 

The commission ordered a suspension 
of the rates for the reason that, ‘‘from 
a consideration of the character and 
amount of the advances, it appeared 
that there is sufficient ground for charg-

Besides Mrs. Diehl, four other persons 
were shot Monday night near where she 
was fatally wounded. Two of them, 
negroes, are dead. The others, Fred- 
erick Gossell, grain merchant, and a 
Miss Meyer, are recovering. 

Charles Diehl says he was driving 
with his wife when she was wounded, 
but the police do not believe this. 
They declare she was attending a 
lodge meeting and that this can easily 
be established. It is believed he is 
defending his dead wife’s name. 

Many Vehicles Out. 

All the persons shot were riding 
down the Sweet Home pike. This is 
a favorite drive of Little Rock citi- 
zens, and since the harvest moon has 
been bright, there are many vehicles 
en the road. The drive is bordered 
on both sides by rows of immense 
beech trees. 

In each case, without a word of 
warning, a shot was fired out of the 
cover of the bushes. The weapon ap- 
parently was a shotgun. 

Mrs. Diehl’s right shoulder was 
shattered, and some of the bullets 
penetrated her lungs. She was hur- 
ried into town and taken to the St. 
Vincent Infirmary. She died there 
yesterday. | 

The coroner’s jury found that Mrs. 
Diehl came to her death at the hands 
of person or persons unknown. 

Mrs. Diehl's husband is an employe 
of the Blass Dry Goods Co. The 
young man who is said to have been 
infatuated with Mrs. Diehl was drink- 
ing Monday night, and made many 
threats against the woman. One of 
the many reports in circulation is 
that he was seen going in the direc- 
tion of the Sweet Home pike Monday 
evening shortly before the shooting. 

' Girl Shot Also. 

Miss Meyers was driving with Gossell 
and when they passed a spot only a 
short distance from where Mrs. Diehl 
was shot, they saw a gun flash twice 
behind them and something stung them 
in the face. They did not know they 
were shot until they felt blood trickling 
down their faces. 

Charles Hatton, a negro, who was 
driving with a negro woman on the 
road, was shot with a load of buckshot 
only a short time before, the top of his 
head was torn off. 

Another negro was shot and killed a 
short distance from the scene of the 
mysterious shooting and the murderer 
was seen escaping in the vicinity of 
Sweet Home pike, armed with a shot- 
gun.

The company has not as yet put 
im any claim for a franéhise valua- 
tien, The Post-Dispatch is reliably 
informed that the commission’s view 
is that the company ought not to be 
permitted to earm dividends on a 
franchise valuation. The commission 
will hold that the franchises were 
gifts from the people to the original 
grantees, and that the people ought 
not to have to pay dividends now on 
something they gave away years age. 

The commission has spent approxi- 
mately 14 months investigating the books 
and properties.of Unio Electric. Its 
report on this compan. ‘according to 
Chief Engineer Allison, will be sub- 
mitted to the Municipal Assembly svon 
after it reconvenes in October. 

The report will contain the commis- 
sion’s final valuation of the Union Hileo- 
tric properties, and a schedule of rates 
which the commission considers fair to 
the people and the company. If the 
commission finally determines to cut 
off a big slice of the company’s capi- 
talization, a proportionate reduction m 
rates will be recommended. The com- 
missioners will not forecast its report or 
recommendations. 

The commission, however, has no 
anacting power. Whether the public de- 
rives any benefit from the commission's 
work will depend upofi the action of the 
Municipal Assembly and Mayor Kreis- 
mann. The Assembly, before the com- 
mission's rates can be put into effect. 
must enact them into an ordinance and 
the Mayor must sign the bill 

The commission was created by. an 
crdinance approved Feb. 4, 199. An 
act of the State Legislature, approved 
May 8&8, 1907, conferred upon St. Louis 
the power to regulate the rates and 
services of public utility corporations. 

Withm approximately three and one- 
lalf years after the first legislation on 
this subject the first report on a public 
service corporation is promised by the 
commission. How much longer the pub- 
lic will have to walt for actual bene- 
fits in the reduction of electric ligitt bills 
will then depend upon the alertness of 
the Municipal Assembly.

; Werk Done Thoroughly. 

The engineers assigtred to the buildings 
,egan on the foundations and made 
measurements and estimates as to the 
sxact number of cubic yards of dirt 
removed. The foundations, were then 
inspected, and estimates made of the 
material used. The engineers went 
part of the buildings 
from basement to roof, making djagrams 
vf all parts of them, and carefully not- 
ne the quantities of materials used. 

They checked their own figures with 
rfhose in the original contracts. The me- 
cWanical and electrical enginders then 
went ‘through the plants, listing and 
appraising every nut and bolt, pipe, 
valve, generator, boiler, and the thovs- 
1d and one other things used in an 
‘léetrical plant.

The company’s records of poles, cros’- 
bars, wire, etc., were next investigated.

The expert toured the city in an auto- 
mobile, inspecting, measuring and re- 
cording as to height, size and condi- 
tion, every pole in St. Louts,; also noting 
whether it was set in e@arth or con- 
rete. 

The investigator wag supplied with 
A hypsometer, an instrument by which 


‘he could measure with the eye the exact 


height of every pole. Close attention 
to detail was paid, even the guy wires 
veing recorded and appraised. 

The overhead wires were checked in 
the same careful manner. The com- 
pany’s two generating stations and 
seven substations, as well as all of its 
stables, real estate, and other tangible 
property, was inspected, * listed, dia- 
gramed and appraised. 

The: conduits in the underground dis- 
trict were also investigated. The ducts 
and cables were measured and ap- 
nraised.

Not a single piece of property that

Yne of the questions that is puzzling 
“a commission is the amount to be al-

-quipment, inadequacy and obsolescence. 


*The least important of these, he says, 


is wear and tear, for a piece of ma- 
once installed and properly 
handied, will last for ,a great many 
years, 


The growth of the electrical business 
has been so rapid in recent years that 
nh plant adequate to meet all demands 
live years ago may be wholly inade- 
quate now. Perfectly good machinery 
has to be sold at second-hand rates 
to make room for the new mathinery.. 
So many new inventions are being made 
in electrical equipment that machinery 
that was the best to be had when it 
was installed may become obsolete in a 
few years. For illustration, he says the: 
direct-conmected generator and _ the 
‘urbine have supplanted the belt-driven 
generator during the past few years. 

These things must all be taken into 
consideration in determining the amount 
of the depreciation charge, he says. 

Ne Rate:'Ever Made. 


There has never been made, according’ 
to Allison, an entirely satisfactory elec- 
trical rate. The property valuation and 
rate of dividend must be determined 
before the rates can be made. If the 
commission decides, for illustration, that 
the company should be allowed to earn 
‘$8,000,000 a year, then there arises the 
‘question of distributing this coést among 
the 73,000 consumers in such a manner 
that every man shall pay his exact 
propertion in fairness to every other 
consumer. The solution of this problem 
s causing Allison and other members 
of th» commission considerable anxiety. 

The commission probably will hold 
that each consumer should pay a rate 
* that will cover a reasonable interest 
charge on the inyestment necessary to 
deliver electricity to him. For example, 
if the company spends $1000 to furnish 
equipment to deliver current to a con- 
sumer, the consumer ought to pay at 
‘beast $% a month to cover that interest 


rate, 


The commission, Allison says, is 


trying to work out a simple and per- 


fectly fair System of rates, so as to 
equitably distribute among the con- 
sumerg the cost of the service. The 
rate schedule, he says, should be so 
simple that every man can readily 


_theck up his account without em- 
-ploying an expert. 


Has Studied the Rates. 

Engineer Allison has been studying 
rates for months. In his effort to 
work out the proper rate he has 
classified the accounts of the St. 
Lowis consumers in five or six dif- 
ferent ways. He has determined what 
percentage of the consumption is used 
for power; also the amount consumed 
in residencés, business houses of dif- 
ferent kinds, such as drug stores, 
cigar stores, banks, and also the

“The commission is a judicial, as 
well as investigating Wody,” said En- 
gineer Allison.

We have not 
thought it wise to make public ou 
tentative conclusions, because they 
are subject to revision. 

“The commission is more anxious 
than anybody else to complete its 
work on the electric company. There 
has been a vast amount of work to 
be-done, an infinite variety of detail 
to be gone over, and all of this had 
to be done with great care and exact- 
ness. We have, therefore, thought it 
wise to make haste slowly.”

husband. : 

The manager of a bank testified that 
Mrs. Crippen notified the institution on 
December 15, 1909, of the withdrawai of 
a joint account which she and Crippen 
had kept there. 

Cashed Checks for Crippen. 

Miss Merion Currow, an employe of 
the Munyon firm, who succeeded Crip- 
pen in the management of their local 
offices, testified that the poison alleged 
to have been purchased by the doctor 
and traces of which were found in the 
mutilated body, was not used by the 
company. She added, however, that 
Crippen frequently bought ‘drugs for 
his own preparations. 

The witness said that during Febru- 
ary, when Crippen told her that his 
wife had gone to America and died 
there, she cashed for him several checks, 
one for $500. She last saw the doctor 
on July 9 when she gave him the money 
on a check for $185. This was just be- 
fore he disappeared. He said to the 
witness: 

“If anyone inquires for me you are 
to know nothing. Say nothing.’’ 

Before this. Crippen had left several 
packages with the witness saying “If 
anything happens to me give these to. 
Miss Lefieve,’’ 

When Crippen left the employ of 
the medic‘'~e company he formed a part- 
nership wich Gilbert M. Rylance, under 
the firm name of Crippen & Rylance, for 
the manufacture of artificial teeth. 

Rylance was called by the Crown to- 
lay and, after telling of his business 
elations with the doctor, testified that 
‘rippen told him the story of Belle 
islmore’s death and added that he had 
married Miss Leneve. Later Inspector 
Jew called at the dental establishment 
n the course of his investigation of 
Belle Elmore’s disappearance, and short- 
ly afterward Crippen left a note for his 
»xartner in which he said: ‘In order to 

escape trouble, I shall be obliged to 
absent myself for a ..me.’’

A fist fight between Lawler Daley 
and Patrick O'Donnell, members - of 
the Democratic City Committee and 
each renowned in his ward as a 
rough-and-ready fighter of merit, en- 
livened the last meeting of the commit- 
tée. The cause of it is said to have 
been Daley’s insurgent effort to get 
control of the committee with Tony 
Stuever, brewer, and O’Donnell’s alle- 
giance to State Senator Tom Kinney, 
Democratic nominee for Congress. 

W. 8. Rex, committeeman from. the 
Twenty-eighth Ward, said that the dis- 
pute arose in a discussion of negro reg- 
istration. Daley was saying, that he 
had found 27 negro voters registered 
from one house in his ward, and O’Don- 
nell replied, according to Rex, that this 
was nothing—he had 27 registered from 
one house in his ward. 

Daley represents the old Twenty-sec- 
ond Ward, now the Seventeenth, in the 
committee, and O’Donnell represents 
the old Fifth, now the Sixth. The meet- 
ing was held last Friday evening, and 
this version of the pugilistic incideut 
was given by politicians Wednesday. 

O’Donnell and Daley were seated on 
opposite sides of the long table in the 
committee headquarters in the Common- 
wealth _Trust. Building, and the con- 
versation concerned getting out the 
Democratic negro vote for registration. 

Strikes Across Table. 

The immediate cause of Daley’s anger 
is a matter of dispute, but he leaned 
suddenly across the table and struck 
at O’Donnell’s face. He is a small man, 
close-knit and wiry, and he had over- 
estimated his reach. The blow fell short. 

O’Donnell vaulted across the table 
with the promptitude of the man 
trained to waste no time and no words 
in emergencies of that kind and closed 
with Daley. 

“You double-crosser,” panted Daley, 
as the two wrestled across the room. 
Chairs were scattered and other mem- 
bers of the committee danced about in 
an effort to separate the combatants, 
but they were so closely engaged and 
shifted so rapidly that the peacemakers 
could do ‘nothing. 

O’Donnell, somewhat larger than 

Daley, gathered his strength for a su- 
preme effort as they approached an 
open window and had lifted Daley: off 
his feet with the intention, the ~on- 
lookers believed, of tossing him out of 
it, when William J. Brennan, fol- 
lowed by other committeemen, seized 
the moment’s pause to catch both men 
and separate them. Daley’s lip was 
bleeding. 
Daley is a half-brother of Frank 
Hussey, formerly a member of the 
House ‘of Delegates. O'Donnell is 
steward of the “My Choice Social 
Club” at 308 South Fourth street, and 
a clerk in Justice “‘Marty’’ Moore’s 
court, 
Daley is a candidate for Constable 
in the Fourth District. He lacks the- 
approval of Kinney and O’Donnell’s 
ward is in that justice district. 
O’Donnell’s loyalty to Kinney and 
Kinney’s opposition to Stuever and 
Daley is said to have created il] feel- 
ing between the two politicians, long 
fast friends, and to have been pri- 
marily responsible for the fight. 

After the fight both men refused 
at first to shake hands, but subse- 
quently peace was patched up and 
they are to be seen together now in 
apparent amity. Both deny that they 
are unfriendly or that any trouble oc- 
curred between them.

Denies She Is Married. 

“T haven’t been married to Dr. Law-

‘‘However,’’ continued Mrs. Curtiss.

Minnesota Congressman for 
48 Years and Roosevelt 
Foe Retired by Voters. 








YOUNG LAWYER VICTOR

ST. PAUL, Minn., Sept. 21.—Congress- 
man James A. Tawney of the First Dis- 
trict, chief of the ‘“‘stand-patters,’’ has 
been defeated for the Republican nomi- 
mation to Congress by Sidney Anderson, 
@ young attorney of Lanesboro. While 
his managers had not given up the fight, 
they characterized the outlook as ‘rot- 
ten.”’ 

Early today Tawney’s managers ad- 
mitted that Anderson wa&s 1600 votes 
ahead, but they would not concede Taw- 
mney’s defeat. Anderson’s managers 
claim the nomination by 2000 votes. 

Fight on Tawney Bitter. 

The fight which led up to the prima- 
ries today was the most bitter in which 
Congressman Tawney has figured in his 
98 years as Representative from the 
First District. 

Anderson, a young lawyer, residing at 
Lanesboro, came into the opposition to 
Tawney late, but immediately began 
his whirlwind campaign, It was fought 
entirely along insurgent lines. 

He attacked Tawney as a Cannonite, 
the only man of the Minnesota delega- 
tion who voted for the tariff bill, and 
an enemy of Roosevelt. The address 
of the former President at the St. Paul 
conservation congress, in which he 
struck directly at Tawney, served as 
another bomb for Anderson, and he used 
it in all his utterances. 

On-Labor day in Rochester, Gifford 
Pinchot delivered an address, unsolicit- 
ed, it was announced, in which he at- 
tacked the record of Tawney. The lat- 
ter’s reply to this attack, in which he 
@harged Pinchot with improper use of 
public monies, and with defeating the 
free lumber tariff bill, proved to be 
Tawney’s only speech before the pri- 
maries. Incidentally in that address, 
Tawney defended his public career and 
the keynote was that he believed in 
government by the law which made im- 
possible the Roosevelt commissions, the 
extension of the secret service and the 
further expenditure of money by Pin- 
chot.

BODY BADLY BRUISED 





Reaches Home Delirious, 
Five Hours After Her 
Encounter. 





Mamie Wippern, a brown-haired can- 
dy-maker, found out to her sorrow that 
unescorted girls are not safe on the 
streets at night, when she starfed home 
from work Tuesday evening. Two men 
accosted her, beat her and stripped her 
clothes from. her, according to the story 
she told her parents after she had wan- 
dered to her home at 2‘a. m. Wednes- 
day, incoherent and delirious. 

The girl is 17 years old, and resides 
at 1517 College avenue.

Torpedo Boats, the Enemy, 
Drives Them Off:

Projectiles From Big Guns 
Land Truly After Describ- 
ing Parabolas in Darkness.

ISLAND, at sea, via, Portsmouth, Va., 
Sept. 21—Swinging at anchor, the 16 
battleships of the Atlantic fleet are 


rested after having repulsed an “at- 
tack”. by a “torpedo fleet.” The tor- 
pedo boats crept up on the battle- 
ships under conditions that were al- 
most identifcal with what a real 
enemy probably would select for an 
attack. 

The move was made Monday night. 
There was a misty rain that obscured 
objects at any considerable distance. 
Through thig haze crept the auxili- 
aries, towing the targets representing 
the attacking fleet of torpedo boats. 
They steamed at an unknown range. 
When they would come, whence they 
wotlq come, were questions the sharp 
eyes of the defenders were expected 
to determine. 

Steaming in division formation the 
battleships swept along through the 
rain and mist. Suddenly’ their 
searchlights broke out and swept the 
ocean from deck to horizon. First 
on the port then on the starboard 
side, the great beams of dazzling 
white light swung out over the sea, 
searching for the torpedo boats try- 
ing to. slip up under cover of the anist 
and rain to get within range.. If one 
of them got within range the particu- 
lar battleship at which it was aimed 
would. have been out of the battle— 
officially declared sunk to the bottom 
of the Atlantic. 

None of Them Get the Range. 

But none of them got the range. 
This way and that the searchlights 
swung, illuminating the sea for miles. 
Every now and then the great beams 
of light picked up an auxiliary steam- 
ing along with the canvas target tow- 
ing behind it. Instantly a rain of 
shells would fall on that target and 
the particular torpedo boat making 
that attack was Officially sent to Davy 
Jones. 

The course of the shells was easily 
followed. Each projectile fired had a 
“tracer” attached, an arrangement of 
burning wet powder which sent forth 
a continuous light and trail of smoke 
as the missile left the guns. The 
heavens seemed aflame with the pro- 
jectiles describing great parabolas and 
landed on the target with a mighty 
burst of flame and a roar that could 
be heard fot miles. 

While both officers and men were 
wearied by the wait occasioned by 
the unfavorable weather, the real bat- 
tle practice and the complete success 
of repelling the attack. of the “enemy” 
have put them all in splendid humor. 
The battle practice will be concluded 
Friday, when the fleet will steam for 


New York, arriving there in time to 
give the men shore leave Sunday.

DRYS HAVE HEL 
SUGHT LEAD I 
10 YEARS’ VOTING 


Missouri Records Show 5 
Per Cent Majority of 40 
Per Cent of Citizens. - 


QUARTER OF VOTERS 


Less Than 25 Per Cent Has 
Signified in Favor of 
Local Option. 


A revised estimate of the local option 
vote in Missouri, as shown by the votes 
of 92 counties and # cities in the last 
19 years, has been made by the Post- 
Dispatch. : 

The estimate shows that only 4 per 
cent of the voters of Missouri have ex- 
pressed themselves at the polls on the 
local, option question and that 22% per 
cent of these voters have voted ‘“‘dry’’ at 
‘local option elections, while 17% per 
cert have voted ‘‘wet.’’ 

The districts included in this estimate 
are the most populous in Missouri out- 
side of the citles of St. Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph. They comprise 60 
per cent of the State’s voting population. 
But in their local option elections, a 
little more than 6 per cent of their 
voters, or 40 per cent of &ll the voter? 
of the State, have cast their ballots, 
and the drys have had a 6 per cent 
majority. 

Later and more completé tabulations 
will semewhat change the figures on 
which «he Post-Dispatch has based this 
estimate, but it is not likely to alter 
materially the percentage given above. 

Based on Official Manwal. 

In considering the bearing of these fig- 
ures on the State-wide prohibition vote 
to be cast Nov. 8, there are two ptac- 
tically unknown factors entering into 
the estimate. 

The first ig the question as to how 
far the local option vote is a trust- 
worthy criterion of the State-wide pro- 
hibition vote—whether most of those 
who voted to close the saloons in their 
own communities will vote for prohibi- 
tion, an entirely different proposition. 
That many of them will not do so, 
the opponents of the amendment feel 
certain. 

The second question is what effect 
bringing eut a larger vote at the com- 
ing gpneral election will have on 
the prohibition issue. With this 
is involved the problem of _ the 
growth*of dry sentiment thrgughout the 
State since’ many of the lecal option 
elections were held. ‘That it has grown 
there seems to be no question. 

In making its estimate, the Post-Dis- 
patch used the table of local option 
figures prepared by Ben Deer!ng, which 
appears in the Official Manual of Mis- 
souri for 1910, revising these figures to 
include the results of several local op- 


compiled. The latter data were fur- 
nished by the Anti-Saloon League. 

The totals obtained by this revision 
are as follows: 

Vote in counties, dry 143,790, 

wet 103,261. 

Vote in cities more than 2500 

population, dry 20,671, wet 24,346. 

Total, dry 163,461, wet 127,607. 

The total vote of Missouri 
President in 908 was 716,458. 

The most important changes which 
have occurred in the wet-dry voting 
statistics of Missouri in the last three 
years were in the elections in Joplin 
and Jasper County, where dry senti- 
ment showed a great gain, and in 
Pemiscot County, where the wets 
scored a decisive victory. 

Jas@r County, a mining ceriter, 
gave a majority of 2226 dry, not in- 
cluding Joplin. In Joplin, which is 
the fourth city of the State in popu- 
lation, the wet majority was only 
814. 

On the other hand, Pemiscot County, 
which had gone dry at a former elec- 
tion by 628 majority, went wet last 


year by 253. 
Some Dry Losses, 


Other counties in which the figures 
have been changed are Scott, which 
increased its wet majority from 277 
to 700; Christian, which addede 20 to 
its former dry majority of 940; Mis- 
sissippi, which increased a dry ma- 
jority of 63 to one of 876; Oregon, 
whose dry majority fell from 440 to 
410, and Taney, formerly wet by a 
toargin of 74, which went dry by 
400. Scotland and Bollinger counties 
have slightly increased their dry ma- 
jorities, and Lawrence County has 
gone dry by 742. 
Cities of more than 2500, besides 
Joplin, which have recently held local 
option elections, were Clinton, which 
went wet by 129; Pleasant Hill, wet 
by 107; Kennett, dry by 988; Macon, 
wet by 207; Neosho, dry by 66; Fred- 
ericktown, dry by 296; Charleston, 
dry by 125, and Eldorado Springs and 
Sikeston, which have gone wet. 
Joplin is the largest city in Mis- 
souri which has vote on the ques- 
tion. No test of the sentiment of &t. 
Louis, Kansas City and St. Joseph 
voters has ever been made. In Spring- 
field, the State's. fifth city in popula- 
tion, local option was defeated four 
years ago by a margin of 1610.

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UNION ELECTRIC’S OFFER. 

Union Electric’s offer to sell current to the city 
at a rate supposed to be 8 cents or less per kilo- 
watt-hour is another demonstration of the neces- 
sity of public regulation of the lighting monop- 
oly’s rates. Nothing so exasperates a lighting 
octopus as public and indisputable evidence of the 
exorbitance of its charges. No statement of the 
cheapness with which the city produces current in 
its own plant has ever been made that the light- 
ing monopoly did not wince. 

A reduction of 13-4 cents a kilowatt in the rate 
charged the city was the result of one statement. 
Now comes the new offer, conditioned on the 
abandonment of the municipal plant. Union 
Electric would probably agree to supply the city 
with current for five years for nothing and think 
it a low price to pay for getting the city’s p’ant 
out of existence. 

But St. Louis needs this little lighting plant 
in the city hall. The need is not that it pro- 
duces current for 1% cents per kilowatt-hour, or 
that it might not be a good bargain to buy from 
Union Electric; it needs the plant. because it is 
continuous proof of the monopoly’s extortionate 
rates to domestic consumers. In the years to 
come, when a public utilities commission will 
prescribe the rates Union Electric may charge, 

this municipal plant will stand as a measure of 
the cost of producing current. Just now it is 
a public asset of commanding value. It should be 
maintained no matter how seductive the offers 
private corporations 1ay make.

THE DEMOCRATIC TEST. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch published a com- 
prehensive, significant and highly interesting in- 
terview with Senator La Follette on the political 
situation and the outlook for the Republican in- 
surgent movement. In the interview the Wis- 
consin leader defined insurgency. He said: 

{Insurgency is not a question of tariff 
or railway rate regulation or ship subsidy 
or currency reform, but it is all of *these and 
something vastly more significant, deeper 
and broader and bigger than all of them. 


The something more Senator La Follette de- 
fined in general terms as the breaking of the 
control of the Government by the special in- ° 
terests which have come between the people 
and Congress and making the national, state 
and municipal governments responsive to the 
will of the people. 

If this is insurgency, then insurgency is 
Democracy under another name. The task de- 
fined by the Wisconsin Senator is the chief end 
of political reform in this country. It is to 
destroy privileges ‘ obtained by the interests 
through control of government and establish 
equal rights under the laws by restoring popular 
sovereignty. If the Democratic party has any 
mission, that is its mission. If it is to regain 
the confidence of the people, it must convince 
them that it will restore popular control of gov- 
ernment. 

The crucial test of Democratic willingness and 
capacity to serve the people in this work of re- 
form will come in the next Congress. The charac- 
ter, purposes, affiliations of the men sent to the 
Senate and House by the Democrats will deter- 
mine whether or not the people can entrust the 
great task of governmental reform to a Demo- 
cratic administration. 

That the Democrats will control the House of 
Representatives is practically certain. That the 
majority there in favor of reform will be suffi- 
cient to pass a satisfactory program of reform 
legislation is to be expected. 

But the Senate is the doubtful point. It is the 
stronghold of the interests. If the system can 
muster a majority in the Senate, the work of the 
Democratic House will be futile. There is a pos- 
sibility. of adding six new Democratic Senators 
to the list of Democrats now in the Senate. In 
Indiana, Connecticut, Nebraska, Nevada, Maine 
and Missouri the Democrats have a chance of 
electing senators. 

What sort of men shall they be? This question 
comes with peculiar force to Missouri Democrats, 
who have an opportunity to restore their un- 
divided representation in the Senate. The issue 
is acute because there is in the State a conspiracy 
to capture the party organization for the inter- 
ests and send a representative of the interests to 
the Senate. What promise of Democratic vigor 
and sincerity in the cause of reform will there be 
if the Missouri Democracy succumbs to _ the 
money power and elects to the Senate a new 
member of the Millionaires’ Club, who not only 
represents the interests, the railroad combine, the 
financial combine, the public utility corporations 
and the system in control of the speculative mar- 
kets, but is a part of these interests? When 
Michigan rejects Burrows, Rhode Island rejects 
Aldrich, Connecticut rejects Bulkley, what will 
be thought of the Democracy if Missouri! Demo- 
crats elect Francis? 


And James Tawney, the common pet of the 
President and the Speaker and the representa- 
tive of righteousness and regularity, defeated

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TO SAVE ST. LOUIS. 

Tomorrow, Thursday, is the one day on 
which St. Louts voters may qualify by regis- 
tering. The estimated number of unregistered 
voters in the city is 70,000. Every one of 
these 70,000 should take care that his name 
and address are properly recorded tomorrow.

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THE MONETARY REPORT. 

The Monetary Commission is to hold a meeting 
early in November with the purpose of formulat- 
ing,a report to be submitted to Congress in De- 
cember. It is announced that in all probability 
the ‘commission will agree upon a plan for cur- 
rency and banking reform and that the report to 
Congress will recommend definite legislation to 
that end. 

While this report is encouraging in form, it 1s 
not likely to arouse any great expectation in the 
public. mind. The interests at stake in the 
measure are vast, not only as concerns the nation, 
but as to certain individuals. Under our. present 
system a single combination of banks in New 
York City is said to have virtually under its con- 
trol upwards of $10,000,000,000. The figures may 
be exaggerated; no one knows the exact sums, 
but the very currency given to such exaggera- 
tions shows how much power is exerted in finan- 
clal circles by the great banking combines. These 
big interests will of course be opposed to any 
form of remedial legislation. Therefore we can 
hardly’ look for much from the present commis- 
sion, The report will be awaited with much

Milk 





F THE miilk producer and the milk dealer have done their duty there | 


is daily left at the consumer’s door a bottle of clean, cold, unadul- 
terated milk. By improper treatment in the home the milk may 
then become unfit for food, especially for babies. This bad treat- 


ment consists (1) in placing it in unclean- vessels; (2) in exposing it|- 


unnecessaM@ly to the air; (3) in failing to keep it cool up to the time 
of using it; and (4) in exposing it to flies. 

Milk absorbs impurities—collects bacteria—whenever it its exposed 
to the air or placed in unclean vessels. Some of these may be the 
bacteria of certain contagious diseases; others may cause digestive trou- 
bles which in the case of babies may prove fatal. Much of the cholera 
infantum and summer bowel troubles of infants is due to impure milk. 
The amount of the contamination depends largely on the condition of the 
utensils and the air with which the milk comes in contact; the air of even 
a so-called clean room contains many impurities. The science of_ bacteriol- 
Bacteria which get 
into the milk from the air or from the vessels multiply rapidly so long as 
the milk remains warm; that is, at 50 degress Fahrenheit or above. At low- 
er temperatures the bacteria either are dormant or increase slowly. Clean- 
liness and co!d are imperative if one would have good milk, although if-it 
is consumed so quickly after production that the bacteria in it do not have 
time to increase much—say within two or three hours—the importance of 
cold is lessened. Milk from the grocery or bakery which is kept in a can, 
— much of the time, possibly without refrigeration, is dangerous and

ould be avoided. 
Receiving the Milk. 


6 Mews best way of buying milk is in bottles. Dipping milk from large 
cans and pouring it into customers’ receptacles on the street, with all 
the incident exposure to dusty air not always the cleanest, is a. bad prac- 
tice. Drawing milk from the faucet of a retailer’s can is almost as bad 
as dipping, because, although the milk may be exposed to the street air a 
little less than by the dipping process, it is not kept thoroughly mixed, and 
‘some consumers will receive less than their proportion of cream. If sit- 
vated so that it is impossible to get bottled milk, do not set out overnight 
an uncovered vessel to collect thousands of baceria from street dust before 
milk is put into it. Have the milk delivered personally to some member of 
the family if possible; if not, set out a bowl covered with a plate, or better 
still, use a glass preserving jar in which nothing but milk is put. In the 
latter case use a jar with a glass top, but omit the rubber band. Paper 
tickets are often more or less soiled; hence if they are used do not put 
them in the can, bowl or jar. For the same reason money should not be 
put in the can. “ 

Take the milk into the house as soon as possible after delivery, par- 
‘ticularly in hot weather. Never allow the sun to shine for any length of 
time on the milk. Sometimes milk delivered as early as 4 a. m. remains out 
of doors until 9 or 10 o’clock. This is wrong. If it is inconvenient to re- 
ceive the milk soon after it is delivered, indicate to the driver a sheltered 

lace, or provide a covered box in which the milk bottle or can may be 
eft. : 

Handling and Keeping Milk. 

N receiving the milk put it in the refrigerator at once and allow it 

to remain there when not using from it. Except in cold weather milk 

can not be properly kept without ice. Unless the milk bottle is in actual 

contact with the ice it will be colder at the bottom of the refrigerator than 

in the ice compartment, as he cold air settles rapidly. 

Kéep milk in the original bottle till needed for immediate consumption; 
do not pour it into bowl or pitcher for storage. Carefully wipe or rinse the 
bottle, especially the mouth, before pouring any milk from it, so that dust 
or dirt which may have gathered thereon or on the cap will not get into 
the milk. Do not pour back into the bottle milk which has been exposed to 
the air by being placed in other vessels. Keep the bottle covered with a 
aper cap as long as milk is in it and when not actually pouring from it. If 
the aper cap has been punctured, cover the bottle with an inverted tumbler. 

ilk deteriorates by exposure to the air of pantry, kitchen or nursery. 

Do not expose uncovered milk in a refrigerator containing food of any kind, 
not to mention strong-smelling foods like fish, cabbage or onions. An ex- 
cellent way of serving milk on the table, from the sanitary standpoint, is 

the original bottle; at all events, pour out only what will be consumed at 

one meal. 

When milk is received in bowl or pitcher instead of a bottle, observe 
the spirit of the foregoing remarks: Keep the vessel covered; expose un- 
covered milk to the air of any room as little as possible; do not expose it at 
all in a rpgfrigerator. ‘ 

Remember that exposure of milk to the open air invites contamination, 
not only from odors and bacteria-laden dust, but also from flies. These 
scavengers may convey. germs of typhoid fever or other contagious dis- 
eases from the sick room or from excreta to the milk. 

Records show typhoid epidemics from such a cause, and 100,000 fecal 
bacteria have been found on a single fly. Fhes also frequently convey to 
milk large numbers of the bacteria that cause intestinal disorders in in- 
fants; an examination of 414 flies showed an average of 1,250,000 bac-

Keep the refrigerator clean and sweet. Personally inspect it at least 
once a week. See that the outlet for water formed by the melting ice 
ig kept open and that the space under the ice rack is clean. The place 
where food is kept should be scalded every week; a single drop of spilled 
milk or small particle of other neglected food will contaminate a refrigera- 
tor in a few days. 


Cleaning Empty Bottles and Utensils. 
A® 


soon as a milk bottle is empty rinse it in lukewarm water until it 

appears clear, then set it bottom up to drain. Do not use it for any 
other purpose than for milk. There is no objection to the consumer’s wash- 
ing and scalding the milk bottle, but this is unnecessary, as the dealer will 
wash. it again when it reaches his plant. He can not, however, do this prop- 
erly if he receives the bottle in a filthy condition, and if you return such a 
bottle your negligence may result in the subsequent delivery of contaminated 
milk to some consumer, possibly yourself. 

All utensils with which milk comes in contact should be rinsed, washed, 
and scalded every time they ate used. Use fresh water; do not wash them 
in dishwater which has been used for washing other utensils or wipe them 
with an ordinary dish towel—it is better to boil in clean water and set 
them away unwiped. 

‘ When a baby is bottle-fed, every time the feeding bottle and nipple are 
used they should be rinsed in lukewarm water, washed in hot water, t6 
which a small amount of washing soda has been added, and then scalded. 
Never use a rubber tube between bottle and nipple, or a bottle with corners. 

In’ a case of typhoid fever, scarlet fever, diphtheria, or other con- 
tagious disease breaks out in the family, do not return any bottles to the
